REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 21-36 are rejoined, since, in accordance with the Applicant's amendment, claims 
21-36 are rewritten as being dependent from allowed independent claims. Claims 1-36 are 
allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest Prior Art 
of record US 2003/0021775, US 2002/0161346 and DE3935818A fail to teach, suggest or render 
obvious a regulator configured to hold negative pressure on the wound at a steady level while 
simultaneous aspiration is provided to the wound. 

While US 2003/0021775 discloses a switch valve that is a regulator that allows to switch 
between the use of the vacuum source and the irrigation source, the switch valve of US 
2003/0021775 is not capable of holding negative pressure on the wound at a steady level while 
simultaneous aspiration is provided to the wound.
